LUMBERMEN ARE 
UNDER CHARGES 


Investigation of Activities is 
Made. 


Planned to 18 Propaganda 
W ork Secret. 


Federal Trade Commission 
Reports to Congress, 


{BY A F. DAY WIRD.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—An in- 
vestigation into activities of lum- 
ber manufacturers through their 
national and regiona}, associations is 
being made by the Department of 
Justice, with the assistance of the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

This is disclosed in a port sent 
today to Congress by thé Commis- 
in connection with the inquiry be- 
ing conducted by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Housing and Reconstruc- 
tion. The report, the commission 
says, is designed to show the ac- 
tivities of the manufd@turers and 
their attitude toward national leg- 
islation, amendments to revenue 
laws, elimination of competitive 
woods, control of prices and produc- 
tion, restriction of reforestation and 
other matters. 

It is set out that the regional as- 
sociations have formed the Na- 
tional Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation with headquarters at Chi- 
cago. 

REGIONAL BODIES LISTED. 

The principal regtonal ‘assoctationa 
listed as constituting the Nationa 
Association are the Southern Pi 
Association, West Coast Lumber As-

Instruments Help Save Ships 
in Peace and War.

SAN FRANCISCD, Jan. 10.—Cali- 
ſornia's coast line of defense against 
a hostile fleet is now 250 miles at 
ata and before the end of the year 
a chain of stations will be able te 
detect a hostile fleet twenty-four 
hours before it can reach the coast, 
according te Lieut.-Commander 
Scott D. McCaughey, district com- 
muwgication superintendent of the 
Twelfth Naval District here. 

Direction-finding compass stations 


are operating off San Francisco Bay, 
Eureka and Point Arguello. Within 
a month stations will be opened pro- 
tecting Santa Barbara, San Pedro 
and San Diego and one close to the 
Mexican border: Before the end of 
the year stations will be erected 
along the Washington, Oregon and 
Alaska codsts, some thirty stations. 
Then a ship can be accurately 4- 
cated more than 400 niiles at sea. 

This new coast defense, a war in- 
vention which saved the § British 
}fleet in the battle of Jutland and 
saved London from Zeppelin attack, 
is used in peacetime to e ves 
sels from fogs and wrecks by terrors 
in steering a false course. 

Twelve hundred bearings a month 
have been given by the San Fran- 
cisco radio-campass, or direction- 
finding stations. These groups of 
radio-com pass Stations intercept 
radio waves from vessela and can 
accurately locate the vessel by de- 
termining the direction from which 
the waves come. 

Mariners, who were skeptical 
when plans for the stations were 
announced, today are co-operating 
enthusiastically, accerding to Lieut.- 
Commander McCoy. Several wrecks 
have been averted. Recently a 
trans-Pacific Liner ran into a shoal 
(Off San Francisco during a fog. The 
radio-compass stations gave the 
iner’s bearings as ten miles distant 
where the captain's dead

REPARATIONS WORRY 


FEAR EXPENSE OF RHINE AR- 
MES OF OCCUPATION WILL . 
CRIPPLE GERMANY. 
(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 
BERLIN, Jan. 9.—It is reported 
here that the French government is 


growing anxious lest the heavy ex- 
penges of the armies of occupation | 


Graw too heavily on German re- 
sources and interfere with Germany's 
reparation payments. It is under- 
stood that the matter will be brought 
up by the French representatives at 
the Brussels -conference when that 
body meets again. 

The heavy cost of maintaining the 
American army on the Rhine ig at- 
tracting special attention again. The 
United States military authorities at 
Coblenz recently informed the Ger- 
man Commissioner there that the 
American army of 14,000 men was 
costing $80,000 a day to maint 
‘That amount far exceeds the cost p 
man for maintaining 


troops. 

The total cost of the maintenance 
of the American army to date as 
given out recently amovhts to $263,- 
474,000. This figure is contrasted with 
the 51,009,000 pounds sterling for 
the British army and the 2,000,000. 
000 francs.for the French, although 
this last amount provides for an army 

of nearly 100,000 men. The upkeep 
cost of the Belgian forces 
agrounted to 31,500,000 franca, and 
for the Italian 15,207,000 lire. 

The total of these costs, figured in 
marks at the current rates of ex- 

change, amounts to nearly 13,000,- 
000,000 marks, but even this does 
not indicate the actual cost to Ger- 
many, according to government 
financial experts, who say that reqi- 
sitions have greatly increased the fig- 


ture, Germany has paid only 235,000,- 


000 marks of the total so far. Two 
thirds of this has gone to France. 
In view of this situation Germany 
halls with joy the suggestion that 
President-elect Harding may advo- 
cate the withdrawal of the American 
Army from the Rhine.

With the temperature hovering 
dangerously near the freezing ‘point 
throughout much of the orange belt, 
a large force of motorcycle riders 
was sent out last night to warn cit- 


rus growers to have all ip readiness 
for a battle with frost. The local 
weather bureau sent out warnings of 


places. — 

Smudging began early in the eve- 
ning around Whittier, where the 
temperature in the lower sections 
was ranging as low as 34, with the 
‘air practically clear and little wind. 

At Covina the temperature rose 
slightly between 9 and 198 o'clock. 
The amosphere was damp and 
heavy, with the termometer at 37 
at 8:30 nd at 39 at 10:30. Smudg- 
ing Rad not been resorted to up to 
midnight. 

At Riverside the coldest night of 
the year was marked by a drop of 
20 degrees between 6 and 10 o'clock. 
Shortly before midnight the temper 
ature was ranging between 32 and 38 
in different parts of the valley. 
Smudging had not started up to that 
time, but riders were basy gathering 


air was rather clear. Experienced

At Pomona the temperature 
dropped rapidly from 7 to 11 
o'clock, whene it got down to 30.

The sugar in the fruit has formed 
sufficiently, ft 17 pointed out, to 
make the nditions favorable for 
standing lower temperature than 
would ha been endurable earlier 
in the se n. In addition the uni- 
form coolness of the past few weeks 
has served to harden the trees to 
slightly lower temperatures than 
they could resist had they just 
— * through warm weather. 

Most fruit growers throughout 
the belt seemed confident that no 
great damage Would result from the 
falling temperature, and all are ex- 
pecting milder weather today. 

After the break of a long dry 
spell with .05 of an inch of rain yes- 
terday, Los Angeles may get more 
showers today, according to the of- 
ficial forecast. Storm signals were 
set by the Weather Bureau last 
night at all points between Portland 
and San Diego. The season's rain- 
fall here is 3.01 ito date, which is 
1.56 inches short of last year's rec- 
ord to the same date.

To spend one’s life in silence and 
solitude, beyond hope d pardon or recall, 
ems a vaster punishment than a mere 
twist of the neck and a quick passage to 


the beyond. 


HE GREAT PLEA FOR 1921. 
“Dear God, send us peace.” 

Out of all the confusion and chaos of 
world affairs this plea rises from the heart 
of humanity. We are so weary of wars, of 
struggles, of hates, of bitterness. If there 
is any glory in war we have had our fill of 
ft. On horror’s head horror accumulates. 
Yet “war, war,” is still the cry, “war even 
to the knife,” in so many quarters of this 
hapless globe. That great war which was 
to end war seems to have fomented halt 
a dozen others. The policy of “self-deter- 
mination” of which se much was hoped 
seems to have created a dozen new national 
antagonisms, to have revived scores gf slum- 


bering hates. Self-determination is appar- 


ently interpreted as self-extermination. 
Large and small countries alike are bris- 
tling with “rights” and for them stand 
ready to commit so many wrongs. Yet each 
end all of them crave peace, their peoples 
are crying out for peace, but always it must 
de a peace at some one else’s expense. 
In the guise of “patriotism” so many 
mes are possible. And “self-determina- 
ion” has created a deluge of new patriot- 
isms. Without some supergovernment, some 
mighty co-operative council like the League 
of Nations, to insist upon bloodless adjust- 
ment of the ever-increasing differences, the 
outlook for the future is fraught with even 
greater woes than those of the past. 
must be a League of Nations, a League firm 
in nobility of purpose, founded upon the best 
principles of humanity, so strong in just 
‘council! that its decisions can carry the 
finality of righteousness. A League in 
which all nations must make mighty con- 


cessions, in which “patriotism” gives as | 


well as receives, concedes as well as de- 
mands. 

What if there are fierce controversies in 
debate, what if national selfishness and am- 
tition may seek to sway the council, what 
if international distrust is so rampant that 
the cynics oppose a League of Nations on 
these grounds? No one supposes that it will 
function with the oiled efficiency of exact 
machinery. If it could do so the need of 
it would not be so urgently spparent. It 
is just the fact that all this creed and chi- 
canery exist, which makes the League, or 
some form of world control, such a dire 
necessity. And if these greeds and duplici- 
ties are exposed and aired at the Council 
meetings—which they cannot fail to be 
with the statesmen of all ambitious and 
selfish nations Watchfully alert to circum: 
vent the machinations of their rivals—then 
will come the tug of peace. 

And in any case, even though the League 
should fail humanity's highest hopes for it, 
the experiment is worth trying. The old 
system has failed so cruelly. it the League 
of Nations prevents but one war it will 
have justified its existence. No matter if 
they fight in council, no matter if their ar- 
guments are savage—that is the best place 
for wars to be fought, and words are the 
best weapons. There may be, will be, in- 
trigues to sway the Council for selfish ends, 
but we shall at least have the felicity of 
knowing that the statesmen of the world are 
cognizant of conditions, that publics every- 
where will de informed, that war, if it 
comes, will Indeed be an unavoidable war. 
We have only to look backward over the 
events which led up to the great war and 
appreciate that in the light of later revela- 
tion it could never have been fought had 
a League of Nations been in existénce. If 
at that time, for instance, the United States 
had stood by Great Britain in its effort 
to discountenance the war, had Germany 
appreciated how many strong nations wére 
against her, the assassination of an Austrian 


Prince in Serbia could never have been the 


‘eceasion for the death of millions of the 
world’s best men. 

Yet there are still blind statesmen ready 
to oppose this great experiment—even 
while wars and threats of war darken the 
horizon of the New Year and millions still 
suffer in dire privation and misgry the 
results of the last. Any experiment with 
the motive of preventing war is worth while, 
end forty-eight nations have already joined 
the League of Nations to this end. We 
have no reason to doubt their sincerity: 
on the contrary, under the provisions of 
the League, their will to peace must be 
sincere. The only great country whose 
sincerity can be internationally doubted at 
this time is the United States—the country 
professing the highest ideals, yes, not only 
professing but, we insist, actually holding 
those high ideals and capable of swaying 
the ufmost influence in that League for 
peace. 

Of course, there ‘isn’t any doubt that the 
United States wil! ultimately join the 
Leagué—a changed League, with some safe- 
guarding reservations. But to the idea of 
the League, to the great basic idea of our 
people, we subscribe with all our hearts, 
no matter how we may differ on certain 
clauses. This country cannot ignore the 
great plea of humanity, never mind how 
much its handful of irreconcilables may 
delay and confuse the issue. Our responsi- 
bility and power are too tremendous for 
that—and every citizen knows it. 

And that this year of our Lord, 1981, may 
bring about that consummation so devoutly 
to be wished is the great plea of humanity 
the world over. That day on which the 
United States stands shoulder to shoulder 
with the other great powers in a solemn 
covenant to work for peace and good will 
towards man will be marked in history as 
the climax of a noble effort. It will mean 
that at last the worid ie united on a great 
principle, in which organized co-operation 
will take the place of organised antagonism, 
and that the horrors and cruelty of war 
must inevitably be lessened, if not ban- 
ished. 

“Blessed are the peace-makers. for they 
shall be called the children of God.” 


N AUTHORITY. 

Gov. Lowden of Tlinois will visit Call- 
fornia shortly and while he is here he 
might be persuaded to give our statesmen 
some first-hand information on how to con- 
solidate the State boards and commissions 
and save the people money. Gov. Lowden 
took 115 State boards and consolidated them 
into nine smooth-working departments. He 
also sueceeded in cutting the State tax rate 
in the face of the big war and rising prices. 
This sounds like fairy stuff to the average 
Californian, but Gov. Lowden has the rec- 
ord to prove it. There are no politicians 
here with a passion for public thrift, but if 
Gov. Stephens is sincere in his professed 
plea for economy he can easily get some 
practical ideas on consolidation and saving 
through the experiences of Illinois’ famous 
executive. When California politicians talk 
economy do they ever mean what they 
say? 
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PREVENT UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Preserving American markets and 
American industry for America until a 
condition of stabflity is restored in Europe 
and in the Orient is a necessary preventive 
of unemployment and business depression 
in the United States. At the present time 
the industry of the world, ourside our own 
country and a few South American States, 
is all topsy-turvy. The discrepancies of 
foreign exchange add to the confusion 
Dumping has begun in formidable propor- 
tions. Uncertainty as to the future is a 
still greater deterrent to business expan- 
son. 

When world markets are so unsettled it 
is the duty of each country to look first to 
its own Altruists regard this as a selfish, 
point of view; but altruism is only a fair- 
weather philosophy. There comes a time 
when a government must protect its people, 
just as a mother protects her young. A 
certain amount of selfishness is necessary 
to prevent the world from miring in maud- 
lin sentimentalism. 

In order to meet the present extraordinary

the Payne Aldrich tariff bill as a temporary 
Gike against the flood of cheap Furopean 
end oriental goods until a permanent tariff 
wall can be constructed. There has never 
been a time when it was more dificult to 
determine just what tariff schedules are 
adequate. A tariff rate that is too high will 
increase the cost of living, while one that 


‘is too low will permit a demoralization of 


American markets, causing factories to close 
and millions of men to be thrown out of 
employment. 

Months will necessarily be consumed in 
framing a tariff law with balances adjusted 
to meet new worid conditions. There is 
grave danger that a storm would be upon 
us before the preventive measures were 
completed. We must not be blind to the 
fact that both Japan and the countries of 
the west of Europe are manufacturing vast 
quantities of goods for the American mar- 
kets. The United States is looked upon as 
the best selling market in the world. The 
amount of liquid capital we possess and 
our favorable exchange rates cause the 
manufacturers of other countries to prefer 
our markets to their own. 

Here are a few export facts that are 
worthy careful consideration. Germany ex- 
ported five times as much durmg the first 
six months of 1920 as during the same period 
in 1919. 

During the first nine months of 1920 Bel- 
glum's exports were six times as great as 
for the first nine months of the previous 
year. 

French exports during the first ten months 
of last year were two and a half times as 
great as for the similar period of 1919. 

British exports have doubled and those 
of Italy have nearly doubled. Denmark, 
Holland and Sweden have maintained a 
similar ratio. India, Australia and Japan 
have done equally well. 

If it were not for the fact that, while 
these countries are exporting such vast 


quantities of goods, they are stinting their - 


own peoples/one would be justified in the 
optimistic conclusion that the world is re- 
turning to a normal state in double-quick 
time. They are doing, however, much bet- 
ter than it appeared possible for them to 
do two years ago. It is a hopeful sigh and 
all good Americans sincerely rejoice in it. 
But, at the same time, it is our duty to 
ourselves, to see that we are not impover- 
ished for the benefit of peoples overseas. 

Quietly and without ostentation American 
business has made great sacrifices to aid 
these countries in reconstruction. We have 
received about $6,000,000,000 of ign 
goods in the last twelve monihs a paid 
cash for them. Practically no credits have 
been extended by the countries mentioned 
to purchasére in the United States. Dur- 
ing the same period we have sold them 
about a similar amount and we have er- 
tended them credits to such an extent that 
they were our debtors at the beginning of 
the present year to the amount of about 
$3,500,000,000. America is still paying cash 
for her purchases and selling on long-term 
credits. 


But the time has come when we must 


consider how far we can continue that pol- 
icy. We cannot afford to purchase foreign- 
made goods while workmen in our own 
country, competent to produce similar arti- 
cles, are out of employment. We must con- 
sider our own people first; and the one way 
in which we can do so is o enact a tariff 
law which will equalize labor costs between 
this country and foreign lands. 

The House of Representatives has already 
passed a bill prohibiting immigration for 
a period of one year. The object of that 
law is to prevent a dumping of foreign labor 


that would throw millions of our own Work- .

It is perhaps true that some of the sched- 
ules of the Payne-Aldrich tariff should be 
modified to meet after-the-war conditions. 
But, in the main? ft would provide a tem- 
porary barrier against dumping until a new 
tariff act could be drawn. It is proposed 
to re-enact the Payne-Aldrich tariff as soon 
as possible after the new President and 
Congress are in control of the government. 
To pass it before March would be to court a 
veto from President Wilson, who probably 
holds, as all hopeless free-traders do, that 
it would be unfair to the peoples of other 
countries. When it is a question, however, 


of whether our government shall be fair“ 


to other peoples to the extent of being un- 
fair to our own there is virtue in the slo- 
gan, “America first.” 

We all wish there were enough emplovy- 
ment in the world at good wages for every 
man and Woman able and willing to work: 
but, when there is not enough employment 
to go around it is the duty of our govern- 
ment to see that its own people are em- 
ployed first.
